The joint statement of Gov. 
Wctherby and Commissioner Ail¬ 
phin follows: 

It was decided today that the 
policy of equalizing assessments 
among counties by blanket raises 
will not be abandoned. The sup¬ 
port that has been received since 
our statement of June 11, 1954. 
indicates to us that the program 
will be accepted as It was in¬ 
tended when it was originally 
proposed. 

The reason for the original ac¬ 
tion to equalize assessments was 
to implement the foundation pro¬ 
gram of education for Kentucky, 
which program was enacted after 
the adoption of thp Constitution¬ 
al amendment in November 1953, 
by the tremendous majority which 
it received. 

We would like to make the 
point that this action by the state 
tax commission does not neces¬ 
sarily mean an increase in local 
taxes 

A further consideration should 
be taken into account by every 
property owner regarding the tax 
rate which in final essence de¬ 
termines the dollar and cent 
taxes he pays. Between now and 
July 1. the fiscal court or the 
county school board of any county 
in which a blanket raise has been 
ordered may reduce their tax rate 
so that no more taxes will be 
paid locally than would have 
been paid on the original assess¬ 
ment.

Property Tax Receipts 
Needed For Licenses 

FRANKFORT, Ky., June 24— 
Every person who purchases a 
Kentucky motor vehicle registra¬ 
tion or license plate is now af¬ 
fected by a law which was passed 
by the 1954 General Assembly, 
j This law requires that evidence 
| be shown the county clerk that 
I personal property tax was paid 
or that no tax was due before 
j vehicle registrations may be is- 
1 sued. 

Evidence of payment may be 
shown by presenting the county 
clerk with a tax receipt, or a 
signed statement from the sheriff 
or tax-collecting official indicat 
ing that tax was paid. Individu¬ 
als who failed to list taxable 
property snould list such omitted 
property with the county tax 
commissioner Immediately. 

Persons who did not own tax¬ 
able property as of the assessing 
date are required to obtain a 
signed statement to that effect 
from their county tax commis¬ 
sioner before registering their 
vehicles. 

The law applies to city as well 
as county and state property 
taxes. Receipts or statements are 
necessary from city officials as 
well as county officials in such 
instances.

STIFF CONTROLS 
SET FOR FARMS 


WASHINGTON, June 21—Ag¬ 
riculture Secretary Benson or¬ 
dered a 12.7 percent slash today 
in wheat output and imposed 
what are probably the stiffest 
across-the-board farm controls in 
history to curb mounting crop 
surpluses. 

Simultaneously, the House Ag¬ 
riculture Committee approved a 
new “two-price” plan for wheat 
that would push up domestic 
prices but save taxpayers mil¬ 
lions of dollars in export subsi¬ 
dies. Chairman Hope (R.. Kan.) 
said he did not think it would 
mean higher bread prices. 

Benson, who said he had acted 
‘‘with regret,” set a national 
wheat quota of 55,000,000 acres 
for next year—the smallest per¬ 
mitted by law—and predicted 
that tough wheat-production con¬ 
trols would be necessary into 
1956 and possibly beyond. 

He also set up a strict new pro¬ 
gram to make sure that land 
taken out of wheat, com, cotton, 
and other surplus crops is not 
planted in other crops piling up 
in Government warehouses. The 
farmers who do not abide would 
lose federal price supports. 

Farmers will be asked to vote 
next summer on whether they 
want the “two-price” plan put 
into effect on the 1956 wheat 
crop. Under the plan, farmers 
would be guaranteed 100 percent 
of the “fair” parity price on 
wheat sold domestically but would 
have to accept the going world 
price on wheat sent abroad. 

The Government now guaran¬ 
tees farmers 90 percent of parity 
on their over-all crop and pays 
a subsidy on export wheat. The 
taxpayers’ tab for the subsidy 
program is expected to total 
about $56,000,000 this year. 

He estimated his new over-all 
production control plan, known 
as the "cross compliance" pro¬ 
gram, will remove about 10 . 000 ,- 
000 acres from production on top 
of 30,000,000 acres idled this year 
by individual crop-control pro¬ 
grams. 

He said the plan will require 
farmers to stay within production 
bounds set by the Government on 
all their crops to be eligible for 
price-support guarantees. Farm¬ 
ers now may exceed allotments 
on one crop without forfeiting 
supports on others. 

Benson said that in addition to 
meeting the “cross compliance” 
test, the nation’s largest farmers 
also must comply with an over¬ 
all ceiling that will be imposed 
on their output. Farm-state law¬ 
makers believe a cut in both sup¬ 
port levels and acreage would be 
a crippling blow to farmers.

Soil Conservation 
District News

Soil Conservation Service 

The construction of diversion 
channels, terraces and sod water¬ 
ways in the district is still in its 
infancy insofar as their wide¬ 
spread use is concerned. How¬ 
ever, many district cooperators 
are seing the need for them and 
are having them constructed on 
their farms. Eight years ago there 
were very few tile drainage qn- 
terns in operation in the county 
but new there are more than one- 
third of a million feet of tile in 
operation in the county. Farmers 
have seen the immediate results 
of a well designed and installed 
drainage system and they know 
how they have made highly pro¬ 
ductive land from areas that in 
many cases was under water the 
year around. 

Now the results of the effec¬ 
tiveness of a properly designed 
system of water disposal prac¬ 
tices—namely, terraces, diversiem 
and sod waterways—are not usu¬ 
ally as quickly discemable as a 
tile drainage system but they are 
none-the-less valuable. 

In driving in this county and 
in Elliott. Carter, Boyd and Law¬ 
rence counties last Friday I saw 
some good examples of severe 
sheet and rill erosion as a result 
of the heavy rains that hit many 
sections of Northeastern Ken¬ 
tucky last week. Much of this 
serious erosion could have been 
prevented had they applied the 
proper water control practices. 
Not all areas are adaptable to 
the use of diversions or terraces 
due to lack of proper outlets, un¬ 
even or broken terrain, etc., but 
contour cultivation and the estab¬ 
lishment of sod water ways in 
natural draws would prevent a 
large portion of this “creeping 
paralysis” of our agricultural land 
that we call sheet erosion. Many 
hundreds of acres of smooth, 
rolling, hill land and toe slopes 
in this county are almost non¬ 
productive because all the top 
soil has been washed away by 
this type of erosion. A five- 
plow cultivator or rastus plow 
will do a good job of filling in 
and hiding these little gullies but 
they won’t replace that top soil, 
organic matter and fertilizer that 
went down the hill and covered 
up other plants and filled in ditch 
lines or washed out on the high¬ 
way. Acres like these we often 
miscall “worn out” fields. With 
erosion conditions like these con¬ 
tinuing to exist and our national 
population increasing at the high 
rate it now is, surplus farm prod¬ 
ucts that are so troublesome now 
will be past history in the not 
too distant future. 

Now I would like to quote Mr. 
Dillard Murphy, Ezel, Ky., chair¬ 
man of the Morgan County Soil 
Conservation District, on the use 
of water control measures: 

“I had a diversion ditch and 
waterway constructed on my farm 
last spring by our SCS technician, 
Mr. Brown. “I had plowed this 
piece of land in 1946 for to¬ 
bacco and the heavy rains washed 
the land so badly that I had to 
work on it eight years to build 
it back so it would produce to¬ 
bacco. Last week we had a week 
of hard rains, and with this same 
piece of land set in tobacco it 
didn’t wash any at all. The di¬ 
version ditch and sodded water¬ 
ways protected it. I recommend 
that any farmer having rolling 
land or land at the foot of slopes 
consult with our district SCS 
technicians about water control 
practices before plowing this type 
land.”

DOG CONTROL 
LAW IN EFFECT 


Kentucky's new rabies-control 
and dog-control law became ef¬ 
fective last week, and steps are 
being taken in the various coun¬ 
ties to set up the program in 
accordance with orders sent out 
by the State Health Department. 

The task, however, can hardly 
be completed before July 1. 

The law resuires vaccination of 
all dogs six months old or older 
by July 1 of each year and sets 
up other procedures for licensing 
and controlling dogs. 

The State Health Department 
can extend the time for vaccina¬ 
tion to once every three years 
and it has ordered a new-type 
vaccine effective for three years, 
to be used at the proposed vac¬ 
cination clinics. It is expected to 
recommend to the State Board of 
Health on July 22 that the period 
be made three years for dogs 
getting the new type vaccine. 

Owners are responsible under 
the law both for vaccinating and 
licensing their dogs. The law 
also provides that the State De¬ 
partment of Health may set up 
clinics for vaccinations at not 
more than $1.50 per dog. Veter¬ 
inarians giving private shots may 
charge whatever they wish. 

The law also provides for is¬ 
suing of licenses by dogs wardens 
to be employed by each fiscal 
court on or before July 1, 1954. 

The local Health Department 
has been directed by the State 
Health Department to do the fol¬ 
lowing: 

1. Conduct an education cam¬ 
paign to acquaint their counties 
with the law. 

2. Plan, set up and advertise 
rabies-immunization clinics. 

3. Cooperate with other local 
officials, including the dog war¬ 
den, in confining dogs that have 
bitten persons or other animals 
and suspected of having rabies. 

4. Cooperate with other local 
officials in controlling stray dogs. 

5. Report to the State Health 
Department each week the num¬ 
ber of persons bitten by rabid or 
possibly rabid animals. 

6 . Help people prepare heads 
of killed animals suspected of 
having had rabies to the State 
Health Department laboratories. 

7. Be certain that human rabies 
vaccine for Pasteur treatment is 
available for persons bitten by 
rabid or possibly rabid animals.

spent the week of May 23-28 vis¬ 
iting relatives in Knott and in 
Letcher. (Knott was a part of 
Letcher in Mrs. Goodpaster's 
childhood days.) 

“This time 1 got to see some 
of my cousins, a half brother and 
two half sisters," Mrs. Goodpaster 
told friends. Her half-sisters are 
Mrs. Ollie Hurt of Bulan and Mrs. 
Ida Bays of Jenkins. The half- 
brother is Joe Draughn of Whites- 
burg. They also visited a num¬ 
ber of cousins and other relatives. 

"Half of my grandfather’s old 
home was standing, but half of 
it had been tom away. I was 
born in a log house just across 
the creek, but it has been torn 
down! even the apple orchard is 
gone,” Mrs. Goodpaster said. 

But her grandfather Draughn’s 
house brought back many happy 
memories, for she lived with her 
grandparents while a small girl

when she w^s one year old, and 
she was taken to live with her 
uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. W. 
M. Kelly. And when she was 
nine years old, the Kellys moved 
to Chambers Station in Menifee 
county near the Montgomery line. 

Mrs. Goodpaster remembers she 
rode horseback to Menifee and it 
took three days. “That's one time 
I got enough riding,” she said. 

Then when she was 14 she went 
back to Knott county with the 
Kellys and stayed a few months 
visiting. They rode horseback 
that time, too, she remembers. 

She married in Menifee when 
she was 21 , and shortly afterward 
she and Mrs. Goodpaster and the 
Kellys moved back to Perkins 
Branch in Knott, intending to 
settle there. “But we didn't like 
it then as well as we thought we 
would, and we didn’t tarry long." 
They moved to Morgan in 1901, 
settling on Phills’ Branch. 

"We shipped out things to 
Jackson, when we moved back to 
Knott, and we drove through in 
a covered wagon. We were held 
up from Friday till Monday by 
snow in Breathitt county. My 
oldest child, Willie Goodpaster. 
was very young and we didn't 
want to take him out in the cold. 
We stayed at Johnny Thomases 
in Breathitt until it warmed up.” 

Traveling was arduous in those 
days, but Mrs. Goodpaster and 
her daughters made the trip by- 
motor last month in about two 
hours. On their return they came 
by way of Jackson. “I hadn't 
been in Jackson since Carrie 
(Mrs. Haney) was a baby. They 
had kerosene lamps for street 
lights then. It's much different 
now, and the town has many new 
buildings," she said 

Despite her age. Mrs. Goodpas¬ 
ter enjoys quite good health. She 
suffered a bad bum on her foot 
when a child and last year she 
fell and broke a hip, but she has 
overcome these handicaps and 
gets around as well as anyone.
